I have received information from India that a suspected Communist. 
named William Dengaik Allen recently came to notice in Caloutta. He is stated 
to be an American journalist, a student of International relations and a son of re 
Dr W.H.Allen of New York City. He is reported to speak French end German fluently 
and to have a slight knowledge of Italian and Spanish. He arrived in India from : 
Burope about August 1929 and has been taking an interest in political movements. 

In connection with his visit to the Far East he paid a visit to the Kuomintang 
representative in Caloutta by whom he was recomended to write to Ganda Singh , 
the secretary of the Eastern Oppressed Peoples Association at Nanking. After 
attending the Indian National Conference at Lahore, he propges to leave India 
for China via Colombo about the end of Jemery 1930, staying at Singapore, =, j 
Hongkong and in Indo-China en route. His description is as follows:- 
26/27 yeers of age, tall, slim, clean shaven, wearing spectacles. 
There is some possibility that Allen may be identical with the C.P.
